Reading, of the Chapel Royal,

sive musical ‘circle, Novello was able 
to popularise the tune in London and 
to make it known all over’Europe and. 
the States. ‘ 

Many alrs cmanated from the 
Portuguese Embassy, yet the Adeste 
alone acquired the appellation “Portu- 
guese." Why? : 

The truth fs, the composer, Marcus 
Antonto, hailed from Portugal. Born 
In: Lisbon in 1762, he completed. his 
upprenticeship In his natlve city and, 
became a prominent official of the: 
Opera of Madrid. Here he completed 
his masterpiece, Speranaza, from 
the Portuguese national, 
anthem is.derived. 

The Adeste, it Is thought, was 
written obout 1778. The author’s 
Intlmate connection with various 
Continental Embassies facilitated the - 
dispersion of the. hymn among Latin 
nations cast and west, and via London .

Russia Expands Aid In 
Chinese War with Jap 


Several years ago tho Sovict Union 
prepared for exploiting Sinklang, a 
huge part of ‘the heart of Asia, by 
completing (he Turksib Railway with 
feeder-highways to the border of 
Chinese Turkestan. Only orduous 
caravan routes served the region 
previously. 

Whatever the terms .of uny Chin- 
ese-Sovict agreements, the effect be- 
came apparent as carly os last 
August when new Russjon pursuit
